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PREFACE.

rpHE cf<*ation ol a local Mxiaeiim at Samath was due to the 
^ initiative of Dr. .1 H. Marshali, C.I.E., Diwctoi-Genfiral 
of Archseologv m InHia, who during two seaaons peraonally con¬ 
ducted the excavations on tins important Bviddhist site. The 
plans were prepared by Nr. James Ransome, late Consulting 
Architect to the Government of India. .Vs at the end of the 
cold season of 1008-09, when the building was nearly com¬ 
pleted, Dr. Marahall proceeded home on long leave, it fell to 
my task to take measures for the proper arrangement of the 
sculpturea in the new quarters. The work of arranging and 
labelling was done in the cold season following under the per¬ 
sonal supervision of Lala Day a Ram Sahni, who had 

taken an active part in Dr. ilamhall’s cxpioTations, anfl was, 
therefore, well qualified for the task. At tlie same time he 
prepared a catalogue of the e.'chibits which is now offered to 

the public. 

The labels on the objects themselvea ate, of necessity, very 
brief, and it has, therefore, been oivr aim in the present cata¬ 
logue to embodv all information which may ho of mtcrest both 
to the dUettante and to the expert. The order foUowcd in 
listii^ the exhibits is chiefly chronological. At the same time 
it seemed advisable, for practical purposes, to adopt a division 
into three main sections—images (B), bas-reliefs (C')and archi¬ 
tectural pieces (D)—rorreaponding to the arrangement of the 
sculpturea in the galleries. It wiU be noticed that the first 
gallery adjoining the central hall has been reserved for images, 
whilst the architectural pieces have been arranged in the wconcl 
gallery which forma the southern wing of the .Museum building. 
The central hall contains mainly large-sized images, besides the 
Atoka capital described in the first section of the catalogue. 
It is true that, with the exception of a very few statues which 





are m the round^ aU thc^ itoagea so-called^ are earvod in relief 
and that architectural pieces are frequently decorated with 
figures of Buddha or with scenes of hia life. It iSj therefore, 
not always easy to decide to which aection a particutar sculp¬ 
ture should be relegated. On the w^hole* however, the 
method of grouping followed seems to have distinct advan- 
tages for the purpose of comparative study. 

In assigning the sculptures to certain periods we can in 
several ca^s rely on mscriptions which afford a firm chrono¬ 
logical basis^ even if they are not dated and one has to depend 
on pateographical evidence alone. In the great majority of 
caseSj however, the only means of dating a sculpture has been 
the testimony of style. Such e^idence is at first sight some* 
times deceptive, as, apart from the characteristics of a certain 
school or of a certain period, thei^ is the element of the skill 
of the individual artiaan to be taken into account. Thus a 
piece of acuipturej apparently debased and consequently late, 
may be merely the production of a bad workman- On the 
whole, however* the sculptures of ilauij^a, i^uhga, Kushana, 
Gupta and Mediseval * periods represent very distinct types 
and within those main diviaions* at least, may* in nearly all 
cases, be classified with confide nee. 

In an introductory note 1 have given a brief account of the 
ancient site of the Deer-park (the modem Samath)* of the 
esq^lorations carried out on this locality for more than a century 
and of the sculptures which in the course of these esplorationa 
have come to light. Those who wish for more detailed inform¬ 
ation* are referred to the works cited in my bibliographical

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Enliphtonod On**, row to their feet nad received him vith every mark of 
veneratinii. Ife thea annnimeed t-o them that ho had attained the 
supreme etate of a Hinfdlja and during the third watch of the ensuinf;

The text of this HcrEiion was supplied by “ the four noble trnlhs’^

which consists of a noble and iinsolfisli mode of thought and life, in 
which the extremes of aclf^indulgonco and niiortjfication ore e(]uatly to 
be avoided. 

The preaching of the first semion is believed to liavc taken place 
in 520 B.C. ^ when the Huddhs w'os thirty-five years of age, Tor nenrlv 
three ccnttiries after that date nothing is recorderl regarding the history 
of the Deer-park of Benares, though it may be assumed thatsorm after 
Biiddha’e Kirv'aiia it became a place of pilgrimage. 

The earliest dateabic and at the same time the most important relic 
hitherto found at Sarnath is the inscribed pillar erected by Aiioka 
about 250 Tt, 0 . This magnificent niommient hoa alas t etiflered irrep¬ 
arable damage, only so much of the shaft being preserved intact as was 
buried underground at the time of its destrtiction, though the frag¬ 
ments of the upper portion and the lion capital fPlate IV), whieh onL 
surmounted it were diacovered near by. Although, in ttfUSeipiencB, 
the beginning of the inscription has Iwen almost completely lost, its 
purimrt can be established with certainty. It is an edict against 
schismatics, who are to be expelled from the (.'oimriunity of Friars 
{IthikghmiAgha) and made to don the white garb of the layman.* It 
may Beeni somewhat Burprisiiy; that in the edict, at least in the preserved 
portion, no reference whatever is made to the great event which was 
supposed to have taken place on the spot where the colimm was erected. 
The jjiltar is apparently not, as one w'ouJd expect, a roeTnorial of 
Buddha’s first sertnon. Most prolisbly it seemed at the timesniKvrflinjns 
to record wlint was a matter of common knowledge among all wJio 
visited the spot and which was not likely to be forgotton.

A curiotiH find inado by Curuiiu^haiii coaskted uf u collfwtton of 
itoriic ai^y af-Atties and baii^fclif^k which ho fouud packed tojjother in 
a Hiiiall Tooiii iioat a nioiiastory and toniplo exjdored by hini to tho 
north-weat of tho Dhaiiiekft.

Some forty aculptnrea which 
leniaiiied liehiud together with moat of the carved Btonea found by 
Cunningham, were used by & utilitariau*apiritcd official of the iianto of 
Davidaon to strengthen the liarun bridge. Tlie Reverend Sherring in 
hia well-known book The sunred cUy of fhc tiindtts incntiona that, “ in 
the erection of one of the bridges over the Bama [oii:., Huncaua bridge], 
forty-eight atatnes and other sculptured atones were remo ved from 
S^iath and thrown into the river, to serve as a breakwater to tlie piers ;

The next systematic cxcavatioufl, following those of Cunmtii-haro, 
were earri^ on io HJ51-&2 by Major .Markham Kittoe, “ Archwologkal 
Engineer ” to the Govemmeut, who was then ompbved in designi)i» 
and constructing the Queen’s College.

f^rniitli. Beneath the liuti is a drum umamented with four animals 
in relief, viz., a lion, an elephant, a bull and a horse, separated from 
earh other by four wheels. The four cmwning lions and the reliefs 
below arc wonderfully vigorous and true to nature, and arc treated 
with that simplicity and reserve which is the keynote of all great 
luaster-piecea of plastic art. India certainly has producwl no other 
BculptuTC to equal them."

^is theory derives strong support from a find made at Pamfitb in 
iSOo in the course of Mr. Oerters excavations. Tt consista of a colossal 
statue No. B (a) 1 (Plate "V If) which, as stated in the inscription, repre- 
renta a Bcdhiaattva, in all likelihood tht Bfdhiaattva, in other words 
Sakvaniuni before his attaining Buddhahood. The lion between the 
of the image seems to convey an allusion to his epithet 
the T.,ion of the ^ilkya race, ' Apart- from a few fragments, this 
Podhiaattva is the oldest image found at f’arnath and the inscription it 
bears states tbat it was erected in the third regnal vear of the great 
king Kinishka. who was the mobt prtminent ruler of the Kushana 
dynasty. There arc two circunslancrs which render it highly prob¬ 
able that the statue in nucstion was esned at Mathtru, which was 
a great centre of sculptural art durng the Kibhana rule. The n stf rial 
is not the buff-colonrcd alc ne of the Chvtilr quarries, of which sU other 
SaiMth sculpturea are made, but it ia the red aendstone of Mathura. 
Besides, the denor of the iirage, Friar Bala, as the inscripticn taya, is 
also mentioned iu a Buddhist sculpture found at Msthuri,' There is, 
therefore, much reason to suppose that the art of nrsge making was 
brought to Samath from that city in the days of the Kushsna kings. 

Now, if we compare with the EodhisatUva statue of Friar Bala, 
another similar imago (No. B {«) 2) m,do af Chunfir sandstene, we 
recognise in the latter a first attempt of the local artiisns to imitate 
the newly iatioduced representation of Sakyaiuuni. It must be admitted 
that neither the example nor the copy can bo said to reach any high 
degree of artistic trerit. The attitude of these Pf dhisath aa is singularly 
stiff and devoid of greee and expression. That the same sculptors who 
produced these clumsy figures possessed great skill in purelv decorative 
carving IS proved hy the grand stone parasol (Plate VII I)'which once 
ovenbadowed the uuwribed Podhisattva statue. 

From the fact that the Ih dhisattva of Friar Bala and other statiiea 
of the same piaiod were sheltered by stone umbrellas we mav perhaps 
conclude that m those days image shrinea were little known'in India. 
Ae has been noticed above, the earliest inscriptioiiB found etSamSth, 
which speak of a temple, belong to the Gupta period (4th or Bth century 
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which in tho Kuaharia iieriod still indicated the foreign origin of the 
Buddha image. 

The most splendid example which the Sarnath Museum posaessoa 
is undoubtedly the seated Buddha image (Plate X) which was the fuat 
BciUpture discovered by Mr. Oertcl in the ccurse of his excavations and 
which through numerous reproductioiis has become known to all lovers 
of Indian art. It shows the Buddha in the act of preaching his famons 
sermon of Benares. This is indicated by the peculiar position of the 
hands (known as that of turning the Wheel-of-the-Law or dfAarmocAaJtfa* 
fnvdrJ) and more particularly by the wheel and the two deer carved on 
the pedestal. 


We have seen that, from the beginning, the Wheel waa the symbol 
of the Buddhist Law and that, consequently, it was used particularlv 
to indicate the first turning of the Whcel-of-the*Law or, in other words 
the Buddha’s first sermon at Benares, in order to indicate the sermon 
in the Deer-park more precisely two lying deer or antelopes were placed 
one on either side ol the wheel symbol. 

After the Buddha image had been called into existence, it became 
possible to give a atiU more direct rendering of the first sermon, Yet 
the symbolism so dear to the Indian mind was not whollv discarded 
not even by the Grasoo-Bactrian sculptors of Gandhara. however cUssi- 
caUy inspired. They show ua, indeed, the Buddha seated crges^leEced 
under a tree attended by hii first Bve converts (Kamujinya and the 
other®) seated in like manner and surrounded by numerous deities who 
witnessed the acene.i But in front of the Buddha we discern the 
ancient wheel symbol placed on a little pillar between two miniature 
antelopes, The Buddha is shown either in the act of “ tuininn the 
wheel'' or raising his right hand in tho attitude which in Gupta and 
in^uuvftl iconography indicates the granting of protection {Sanskrit 

The sculptors of Mathura closely followed their brethren of Gan¬ 
dhara. It IS ody m the Gupta period that we find the preaching Buddha 
portray^ in that peculiar attitude or mudrti which is regularly found 
m the Samath sculptures. This mudrS (called the dhamnehakra-mudrA] 
was Imown lu (S^dhto but there it appears to be exclusively assocUted 
with the great Miracle of oiivaatT. 

It will not be out of place to say a few words about these tnudmi 
which play such a promment part in Buddhist iconographv.= In sculp-

Jhe'SS^l Often a sixth figure is added cither to represent the 
donor of the sculpture or simply for the sake of symme ry. 
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Tkufi tbe Buddha image beouiiiea ftlUiniportant mid 8U^3k additional 
kgufea as once formed bo e^aential part of some of his life Imve 
become so much reduced in size and subordinated in poait-ion, that they 
are nothing more than a cognizance indicating which particular event 
iu the Buddba^s career the sculpture refers. 

Whatever reasons the earlier Buddhists may have bad for not 
portraying the founder of their religion, m much is certain that, a® sorm 
as the Bnddha image had been created by the lodo-Bactrian sculptors 
o[ the Notth-Weat, it was received enthiLsiaaticaUy and miiHiplicd in 
endless minihers through the piety of the faitblul. The monks had to 
yield their cells to the images of the Master. Special chapels were 
attached to the rnonastcries and grand teinplaft were built on the spots 
once hallowed Hy his presence, Xot only did the sanctum contain liia 
eftigy, often of gigantic aize, but images were placed in the outer niches 
both of tcraplea and rebc towers. The Buddha image, more and itiqre 
stereotyped, was degraded to a mere decorative device. 

Among the Graco-Buddhist sculptures of Oandham ive find, aide by 
side with statues of the Buddha in bis plain monk's robcf princely figures 
elegantly draped and decked with omaments. These have been 
gcnerBlly described as Bodhisattvs images, but it is an open question 
whether they represent the Bfidhissttva (namely, f^akyamuni before his 
attaining Enlightenment)^ or some of the numerous Bedhisattvas whose 
cult had become more nnd more prominent among the Buddhists. 
How^ever this may be, there is no question that in the princely lig\ire 
holding an sUbastron in bis left hand we niay recognize MaitreyBj the 
future Saviour of Buddbiam- 

In the Gupta period to which moat of our Sarnath sculptures belong, 
the cult of tbe B^ldhlsattvas is very pronounced. Besides Maitrcya, it is 
in partieubr Aval-lkitL^svara^ “the Lord of Compasaiou/* who ia repte- 
wented by many an image. In Ida head-dress he wears a tuiruature effigy 
of his spiritual father Amitabha. ^ the Buddha of boundJess lightt^ seated 
in the pose of meditation. Avsllkite^vam usunlly holds a lotua-ffower 
(/jodiiia) in bis left hand whilst his right is stretched out in the * gift- 
l>pstowing ^ attitude, Bonfietinics beneath hk outatretched hand we 
notice the emaciated figure of the pre^ (Tantalized Spirit) Siichimukba 
(«)r+ ' Needle-mouth who intercepts the drops of nectar Bowing from 
the lingers of the Great Compasaionate (Plates Xll, h and XIII^ t,) 

A St in further development in the history of Buddhism is illustrated 
by thfe numerous images of deities, of which the Simath excavations 
have i^delded so many specimens. The worship of these gods and god¬ 
desses, no doubt, formed a part of the popular religion of India at an 
early stage, in fact it may in many cases go back to pre^Buddhist times. 
Hut only at a comparatively late date were they admitted to the Eud- 
dkiat Pantheon and received their place side by side with the Buddhas 
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the goddeaa Vajra-vamlii is atili worsblpped t Ihrj^ Pha^no, a literal 
translation of ker Indian nam-e^ (Plate XVH^ 

Aa the Buddhist pantheon ithcreascs and the diviue images multiply, 
we notice a constant decreaac in sciilpturca relating to the life of the 
Buddha. The Gneco-Buddhist school of Qandhara produced an 
infinite number of scenes illostmting almost every irLcident in the 
^laster'^s career. But already in Mathura we find these scenes reduced 
to a very restricted number, and from the Oupta jieriod onwards there 
are hardly any, except the four great and four minor events ol the 
Buddha's life which become more and more stereotyped. 3Iany of the 
larger Buddha images relate in reality to one or other of the eight 
main bccucs, as is indicated both by the peculiar position of the hands 
and by some attendant figures or symbols. We have already pointed 
out that the latter have usually become very subordinate^ both in size 
and position, with regard to the image of the Buddha. 

Aiuoug the sculptures of the Gupta period we find high slabs divided 
into four panels of equal si^c placed one over the other, which represent 
the four great seenea of the Buddha'^s hfe, his birth, his enlightenment, 
hii first sermon and his death (Plato XIX, a). The birth scene invari¬ 
ably occupies the lowermost panel and the death the one at the top, 
the dab being crowned by a little cAaiYya, an evident reference to the 
worship of the Buddha’s relics. In the begiiming of this mtn;»ductiun 
we have pointed out that the places where the four main events were 
supposed to have taken place have from early times been the great 
places of Buddhist pilgrimage. 

Already in the Gopta period the repreaentatioi:ts of the four great 
scenes are treated in a very stereotyped fashion, but tbo slabs HtiU 
show a conaidcrabto amount of detail. Sometimes we find each main 
scene oomhined with some closely alhed events which arc placed in the 
same panel. It is very curious how in this manner the Indian sculptora, 
after having adopted from their Grfl&eo-Bactrian brethren a division of 
various scenes in clearly partitioned panels, gradually reverted to the 
primitive method of the earUegt school, namely, that of crowding a 
number of consecutive scenes in one panel. The fragment No. C (a) 2 
(Plate XX)* for instance, shows b the lowermost panel not only the 
Nativity* but also the Conception (Maya’s dream) with the elephant 
descending, and the first bath of the future Buddha by the Xagas or 
Snake-gods, Nauda and Upananda. The second panel contains scenes 
relating to the Great Renunciation and in the third panel we find both 
the Bccnes of the Enlightcmnent and of the First Sermon shown side by 
side. 

A sculpture of special interest is No. C (n) 3 shown in Plate XIX k 
It: will be noticed that it consists of eight panels arranged in two vertical 
rows of four each. The four great events ate shown in the two bottom 
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and two top panolB wliilst the limcr paneb portrav the four minor 
sceiiea* namelv, the deacont of Buddha from heaven, the g«at miraele 
of Aravaati, the preseutation of a bowl of honey by a monkey and the 
eubduinp of the wild elephant.

One of the eight acenes on this slab could be proved to represent the 
great miracle of SmvastT, which enabled M. Foucher to recognise the 
same eubject on a number of other bas-reliefs. The Saimth Mu^um 
contains several apecimens, one of which [No. C to) 6] is shown m Plato 
XXf The Buddhist scriptures relate how Buddha m order to 
confound the heretical teachers, gave a great exhibition of hs miraculoirs 
powers in the presence of King Praaenajit of Sravaatn His mam feat 
{hat of showing himself eimultancously in different places. « rendered 
bv the repetition of Bnddlia figures in the sculpture whilst a c^ulent 
p;rsonage shown beneath seated on a little stool and supported from 
behind by an attendant appears to be one of the rival teachers. W- 
times King Prasfnajit is abo shown, his royal tank being denoted b> 
an umbrella-bearer and by an elephant. 

\nother of the minor scenes, of which the Sarnath collection poss^- 
acs several replicas, is the Buddhab descent from the TraysstnmKa 
Heaven, where he had preached the Uw to bis mother. According to 
the texts, the Buddha alighted at SahkSfiya (mi^ern ^nkisa in the 
Farruyiabad district of the United Provinces). Whsle descendi^ b 
a triple bdder. he was accompanied by the gods Brahma and lodra (or 
Sakral. Both in Buddhist art and literature wq notice the tendencj 
to make the gods of the Brahmanical Pantheon flubeervient to the 
Buddha. In the Sarnlth sculptures representing this scene the t«ple 
bdder has disappeared we find Buddha standing in the gift-bestow- 
iii<r’ attitude between Brahma and Indra, the former carryi^ a nj* 
whisk or eliorric (Sanskrit chTmata), and the latter a parasol held over 
the head of the Buddha. The sculptors could, indeed, m no way 
render the snboidinatlon of the great H ndu gods to the Buddha more 
obvious than by placing them at his sides as his satellites caring the 
two chief emblems of sovereignty. „ , i. , ,.1. 

The two remaining nunor scenes, the feeding of the Buddha by the 
monkey and hb subduing the wild elephant, seem to have appeal^ 
little to the sculptors of Samath. whereas in the bter school of Magana 
(Southern Bihar) these two scenes are by no means nneommon.- The

In this connection I wish to draw attaation to the two capita la. Nos, 
I) (yj 5-d, whioh were found by ilr, OeHol at the entrance of the Main 
tshfine. Etch is carved with four scenes amoa^ which wo notice soine 
Well-known subjects such as the Buddha's Nirvaii^ Tne subjects iif 
these carvings are not, however^ the lour mi in and the tour minor 
scenes, as we might have eatpected. On one aide of one capital we 
find Buddha seated in meditation in front of a huge cobra whose 
eicpanded hood forms a canopy over the Master'a bead. It is, no doubt, 
the Naga king Muchilindii who sheltered him during a thunder-storm 
shortly after his having attained Buddhahood. Coasidering the 
scarcity of legendarr^ scenes at Saruatli, it U not a little curious to 
uitet litre with a subject which, ae br aa I know, is not treated 
anywhere eUe iu the Buddhist art of India proiier. 

On the other capital we meet with a curious scene which I am unable 
to identify. It ahows seme wild animal on a prostrate human figure 
which it seems to be in the act of devouring, while behind a low wal! 
three female spectators are jjartly visible. The figure in the fore- 
^ound would suggest the Jatska of the tigress (Sanskrit rifU^krl-jUtaiMi), 
i.e., the story of the future Buddha, born as a Brahmaiitcal ascetic, 
giving his body to feed a hungry tigresa. But on this assumption the 
three females in the background would remain une.'cplained. Besides, 
among scenes of the bfe of the Buddha as Sakyainuni, such a storv 
of one of his previous enisteucea would have been rather out of place. 

lierc let me observe that the jmkas which wore such n favourite 
subject of the earliest school are almost totally absent among the sculp* 
tures of the Gupta period found at Samatk. A very noticeable excep¬ 
tion to this rule is afforded by the beautiful door liiit^^l (^o, D (■/) 1 ;

The ends of the a.^Iea are left roughs from which it 
may he surmbed that they were originally covered with cups probably 
of precious metals This ia proved by the existence of three fine holes 
pierced into the nm of each into which metal pma were evidently 
inserted to keep the caps in poaition. The spaces between the wheels 
are occupied by tho figures of an elephant, a bull, a horse and a Hon,^ 
following each other from right to left in the direction of the pTud(ih 9 h{*iQ- 
Three of these animals are represented as walking, the hoise ns 
running at full gallop. These figures are aU more or less damaged, but 
they are wonderfully life~Iike and their pose graceful. 

The abacus is aurmoiinted with figures of four life-aized lions placed 
back to back, so that only the foro-parts ate shown. They ate each 

3 9' high. Two of them aro in perfect preservation* The heads of the 
other two were found detached and have been refised. The upper 
jaw of one and the lower jaw of the other were not recovered. \ In place 
of eye^balie aome sort of precious stones were originally inserted into 
the sockets, as is clearly shown by the existenco of very fine holes in 
the upper and lower lids, which received thin iron pins to keep the 
jewels in position. One auch pin still remains in the upper lid of the 
left eye of one of the lions. 

The capital was carved out of a single block of sandstone but ia now 
broken acros^s juat above the bell. It was originally Hurmoimted by 
a wheel (chakra), the symbol of the Buddhbt Law, supported on a short

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“ Homage of the mflfltere of tte Sfijnmitiya (?) sect (and) of the 
Vitflipvitrika Bchool." This epigraph is of interest as it aho^e that the 
VataTputrikae were a brancli of the Samroitiya scliool. The Sar^fts- 
tivadina,^ whose name is met with on the tailbg in the eouthern ehapel 
of the Main Shrine, must have flouriBhed side by side with the S^mi- 
tivas at Ssmith in the early Gupta period. In the time of Hiuen 
Theang, the great eonvent at Sarnith was entirtlj m the pwaesBion of 

the SammitiVA Beet* , ^ t • 

The identification of this column ie atill an open question.* It la 
tempting to identify it with the eolumn seen by Hiuen Thaang m front 
of the ttiva built by A^l-a, It is highly polished and confoima well 
with the following description left by that traveller : " Thfi stone la 

altogether as bright as jade. It U gUsteniiig, and sparklea bke hght. ** 
The fact of its being situated in what was undoubtedly the moet un- 
portaiit portion of tbe ancient ta^^ghafowa of Sernoth pleo pointa in 
the same direction. The msin objections to this identification were 
eiimmed up in 1907 bv Dr. Mamhall^ in the following wotda t " But even 
here we are not absolutely sure of our ground, for the Chinese traveller 
saya that the column was 70 feet or thereabouts in height, while the one 
discovered could not have been more than 60, and, on the other hand, 
he aays nothing of A6(‘ka in coiirexion with it, nor does he mention 
either tbe inscription or the magnificent lion capital, which muat 
have been an exceptionally striking feature. Again, if this ia the 
column referred to by Hiuen Tbsang, where is the stone ftipa ‘ m 
front of ' which it stood ? ” In the preeent state of our knowledge 
about Ssmath it is impossible to answer these objections. It may be 
hoped that future exeavations will throw light on the problem. ^ 
Tbe column wss esposed by Mr. Oertel in 1904-05. The capital 
and the broken pieces of the shaft were found lying on the concrete 
terrace around the Main Shrine between the stump m siVu, and the 
wcateni chapel. It follows, therefore, that the column was overthrown 
about the 10th, Ilth or 12th century A.D, That this ruthless act was 
perpetrated by a determined iconoclast is shown by the fact that the 
irolumn was destroyed fight down to the floor which surrounded it at 
that time. The ioVer seven lin« of the A^oka edict escaped this fate 
bocauae they were then not visible. Pk IV.

Of the face, only a portion of the left 
cheek and the outer angle of the left ere reioain. The right ear is 
broken oA, but the left one i» perfect. There are no ear'Ornatnenta. 
On the crown of the akuU is a tuft of hair fastened into a knot in the 
fashion still followed by the Hindus of the present day, the only diAer- 
once being that die tuft is not quite in the centre of the head. The 
rest of the head is represented as shaven. To what kind of image this 
head belonged is not apparent, but it k of particnlar intorest as being 
probably of the late Maurya or Suftga period. This conclusion follows 
from the fact that the head is made of the same kind of sandstone as 
the AMka capital (A 1) and has, like it, been highly polished. It 
was discovered in the year ldO&^7 in the area to the north-weet of 
the Hain Shrine about the level of the concrete terrace around it. 

The material is the bufi-colouied sandstone of Chunar, from which 
it may be inferred that the head was carved at Benare*. It was 
found by Mr. Oertel eomewhere in the vicmity of the Main Shrine,

A -small portion of the halo 
Btill remaiiu behind the ^houldera and two othei: fiagmenta were 
found close bv. 

Between tlie Icet of tlie Bi.dhiEdttvA we find a small figure of a lion 
in lieight. Dr, Vogel ia of opinion that this figure iu meant 
for a cognizance of Gautama Buddha,^ and as the inscription in- 
cised on this statue clearly etates that it was set up on the ** Fromenade 
of the Holy One ” he concludes that this 

image represents Gautama as a Brdhisattva. In support of Dr, 
A’ogel’s firet argument it is interesting to note that the lion’s head in a 
circular niche or cave i« carved on the pedestals of several .S6mnth 
images of the Gupta and later periods, which represent Gautama Buddha 
at the momeut of his enlightenment 

This statue was originally protected by a stone umbrella (PI, 
' III), which was found broken into ten pieces. Eight of these 
have been rejoined with copper dowels. The other two arc too much 
wont to be restored. Tlie umbrella is 10’ in diameter and adorned 
with concentric circular bands of decoration. The pierced projecting 
porHon in the centre assumes the shape of a lotus flower, the fruit being 
distinct from the enclosing petals. Of the bands around the central 
portion, the innermost one shows a lotus petal design. The nest ring 
contains a rvjw' of twelve fabulous animals in rectangular panels w'hich 
alternate with lotus roeettes enclused in squares. The animals have 
four paws and a pair of wings, or d hove the heads of n buffalo, a ^oose, 
an elephant, a lion (?), a crocodile (?), a leogryph. a goat, a camel, etc. 
^le next band contains twelve mystic symbols which arc the three 
jewels (tnmttio), a pair of fishes with a noose hanging 

between them, a symbol resemblhig a -de-li'i, a vase with foliage, 
a kind of honeysuckle, one missing, a conch another 

honeyfuckle, a ttasliia, a pot full of fruit or sweetmeats, a cup 
of leaves containing a garland and a thiid honeysucUe. It 
will be noticed that the honei suckle ornament occurs three

times. The outeimwt band, which formft a lotus-pet*! border around 
the whole timbrella. w separated from the one jufit described hy a 
double garland of conventional design relieved with lotus-rosettea at 
equal distances from one another. On the outside of the rim of the 
umbreUa, are small narrow boles cut at distances of 1' 7' from one 
another from which probably streamers, fiowor-gatlands or other 
similar objects were aiispeiided by the Buddhist votariea in past 
days. Such holes occur also in other umbrellas and the bsck-slabs of 
images both here and at Mathura. 

Of the stone post which supported the umbreUa two fragments, 
measuring 10' 5' altogether in height, were reco>XTed. This [lortion is 
octagonal in the lower part, sutteen-sided in the middle and round at 
the top. The base of the post, which has been lost, was square.^ 

Near the lower end of the octagonal portion on three faces i» carved 
an iiwcription in mixed Sanskrit and I'rakrit. It consiite of ten lines 
and runs ss follows®:—

Dr. Vogel hoida that thisatatne is called a gift of Bala, because it 
was carved under the Bupervision of this monk and that this Bala ja 
identical with the donor of the ^ravaatl Budhieattva. who was iti all 
probability a resident of Mathura^ for his name occuts sIbo in another 
KuBharia inscription discovered at MathnrA.^ This fact is iiiteresting, 
for it proves that the atatue was carved at Mathura, from where it was 
brought and set up at Sirnsth. Further eridence is aforded by the 
material, which i$ deep red aandstono of Sikri, of which all Mathura 
sculptnrea are made, and by the style which is that of the Mathura 
schooU It deserves special rnention that this statue is the oarliest 
Buddhist image yet found at Sarnfith. 

Mr. Oertel excavated the statue in the area between the hlain Shrine 
and the Jagat Singh Stupa, on the level of the concrete temice

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around tte former struct tire. Tbis terrace datee from the 10 th ot 
llrh cootuTj’ A.D., and it ia manifest that the statue must originally 
have stood on a much lower level and must have been taken down and 
re'Crected as tbo level gradually rose, The fragmeotfi of tbo umbrella 
were found lying on thestip®* to the Aoiith of the Main bhrine. PI* 
VII. VII1. 

B (fl) 2,—Image of a Bodhiaattva ^ carved in the round (ht, 0' width 
across the shoulders 2' 5') which wsa found atanding, facing to the east, 
on the west aide of the cloistered paHsage to the north-east of the Main 
Shrine* The right hand which was raised against the shoulder in the 
attitude of imparting security (oWidf/owiwdnf) is broken oil and tho head 
is wanting. The left hand is clenched into a hat and rests on the loft 
hip. The dresa consista of the same garments os in B (o) 1, but the 
drapery is only indicated by very shallaw irregular lines incis^ in the 
same plane. The girdle is also of the same kind with a similar large 
loop and witli cuds dropping on the right tbigh. Between the legs of 
the image is a miniature figure crouching. It is much defaced and 
difficult to recognize but was perhaps meant for a dwarf or i/ais/ia. 

The material ia bufE-coloiired Chiinar sandstone and as the etyle 
of workmanship is similar to that of the statue described above, 
B {(i) 1, I conclude that this image wua prepared by a sculptor of 
Benares in imitation of the Mathura image referred to. 

Standing behind the atatuo waa found the lower portion of a stone 
shaft w’hich originally supported an timbrclla of the same material 
for the protection of the statue from rain and bad weather. The extant 
fwrtion is 3' 9* high, square below and octagonal above. The miasing 
portion, to judge from the analogy of the utnbreUa post of B (a) 1, 
must have been sixteen-sided and round at the top, 

jj faj 3.—Standing image of a Budhieattva, presumably Gautama 
Buddha before his enlightenment, 7' SJ' high or ICK 6' including tho 
tenon at the baae. The head ia wanting, and the image was fractured 
at the ankles but has been to-fixed. The right band is raised against 
the shoulder in the same way as in B (a) 1. The left hand resta not 
on tho hip but lower down on the thigh. In dress and style, the 
imago is similar to B [a) 2, but the drapery which in the preceding 
image had deteriorated into irregular ah^ow lines, is totally absent 
on the Iront of this image except over the left hand- In this roe poet, 
therefore, this image clearly marks a transition to the Gupta period 
when in the Sartiath sculptures drapery well-nigh disappeara. 

The figure between the feet ia much defaced, but the outline which 
is still traceable suggests that it was a lion sejan/ as in B (a) 1, On 
both sides of tho feet on the flat top of the base are the lower portions

The head waa eooireled with a halo which boa completely dieappeaTod, 
but must have been circtilar. There are tracer of red paint on the 
feet and above the anklea. 

The atatne waa dbcovered by ilr> Oettel on a medieval siupa (Ifo. 25 
on plan) to the south-eaat of the Main Shrine. The atone umbrella 
which originally HheUered thia image was not found, but ite etafi was 
found lying flat on the ground close by. It hofl lost the lower part, which 
wae probably square. The e^ufting portion k IT high and is mostly 
dctagonalp six teen-aided for next 22'" and round at the top. The mate¬ 
rial of the image and the post is buff-coloured oandatone from Chunar. 

H (a) 4.—Fragment from the halo of an image prcrvumably of the 
Kushana period. It measures 10* along the curved edge. It is plain 
on the reverse with the exception of the sonlloped ornament which 
ocours along the margin. The obverse show*a the foliage of the plpai 
tree (Skt. r^^vaUha) which proclaims the fragment to be a portion of 
an image of Gautama Buddha shortly before or after hia enlighten* 
ment under the fiudhi tree.^ Since the fragment is made of the red 
sandstone of Sikrit the image, to which it belonged, must have beer: 
carved at Mathura. The style is also typical of that sohool. It was 
probably unearthed at Samath by Mr, Oerteh hut the exact flnd-place 
is not known. 

B (fl) 5.—Fragment (ht. 5'; width V U'^Jof an image which 
was seated cross-legged^ representing the left leg with the major part of 
the right foot resting on It, On the sole of the foot are carved 
the wheel (cAatrd) and threo'jewel {triraim) symbols from which it 
miiy be inferred that the fragment belonged to an image of a 
Buddha or a Bjdhlsattva. The material of the fragment is the red 
aaudatone oESikri of which Mathura sculptures ate made, and in style 
it is simitar to the Xushlua images of that achooL It is, therefore, 
manifest that the image to which this fragment belonged came from 
Mathura. Poasibly this and the fragment B (o) i belonged to the 
same image. 

It was unearthed at B^nath in the area to the north of the Main 
Ghrine in 1907-06. 

B (a) 0.—Crossed legs (ht. 11|*) of a Buddha or Bfxlhiflattva image. 
The edges of the upper and lower garments am liisible above the 
ankles* A lotus flower U marked on either sole. Probably Kushlria. 
Chunar sandstone of dark bull colour.

(wAoi^Aa) is absent. The modelling of the face display a reraackable 
affinity to that obtaining in Mathura in the Kushena period* Beddish 
C'hunar sandstone. Discovered by Dr. Marshall and Dr. Konow to 
the south of structure No. 37 about G' below the surface.* 

B (aj g.^Hand {length 8'), presumably of a Buddha image in the 
attitude of protection. Beans traces of red paint. The style seems to

Of the three ganueuts (^ncAZtidim) prescribed for the 
use of a monk, the Image ahowa the lower garment 
and an upper cloak (piobablj the which eovera tbe whole 

body induding both shoulders and reaches down to a little abovo the 
ankles. The lower garment is bound to the loins by a plain girdle 
(A:fTyff(wnrfArinn)t the ends of which fall on the left thigh.- The drapery 
of the cloak (saA^Aidj'^) Is not mdicatod and its existence is only to be 
guessed from iU edges which are whowi^ as hanging from the arms. The 
right hand is raised against the shoulder, with the palm turned to the 
front in the posture of granting protection {abkatfatnuifa}. The left 
hand holds up the cloak at the level of the thigh. The hair ie arranged 
in short wavy curls turned to the right (doJbAifltf tfart/n). The pro- 
tuberanee of tbe skull («i5l t^ha] ifi indicated. The forehead-mark 
10 absent. The back of tho image has been loft uncarved except 
for tho general indication of the robe. 

Behind the head is a circular halo, 1' 7* in diameter, decorated on 
the front with a plain scalloped border, but rough and undressed on 
the reverse. From this I conclude that the image marks a transition 
from the Kushaiia to tbe Gupta style.^ The position of the right 
hand lends support to this view. 

The image is made of buff-coloured sandstone from the Chuoar 
cpiorrios and was discovered in i90fi*07| to the west of the Jagat 
Hingb Stupa.

There are temainB of a cireular 
halo behind the head. It is plain on the reverse, and was apparently 
also undecorated on the front. The base of the imago with the feet 
was found detached but has been refixed. On it is carved in two lines 
a Sanskrit inscription in characters of about the fifth century A.i}. 
The epigraph is much abraded, but secais to be the ordinary formula 
of a votive inscription of that period. 

This image is of considerable interest for it lielpa in determining 
the age of maiiv other images of the iMHiie type in the Siiniath ifuaeuin.^ 
ft is made of pale buff sandstone of Chiiiwr and was discovered in 1904- 
tW to the north-west of the Main Shrine.^ The detacherl base with 
the feet came to light in 1906-07 in the same area.

1. The bead is broken and both hands are slightly injured. The right 
hand is raised with the palm turned to the front, in the posture of granting 
security (oMtigawiurfr^).

shoulders. The back of the image is treated after tlie lasMon of the 
preceding image. The base of the image vrhich is detached is inscribed 
with a single line of writing in characters of the 4th or 5th century A.D. 
The middle portion of the inscription has peeled off. The remainijig 
portion has been read by Dr. Vogel as follows * :—

Museum at the instanoe of Dr. Vogel,

The halo, which wae found broken into four 
pieceSt hae also been restored. Eyes, nose, lipe, chin and ear-lobes 
i>iightly damaged. The hair is arranged in schematic curls turned to the 
right {daitiindiwUai and the protuberance of the akull is 

nearly hemispheric in shape. The right hand is raised in the attitude 
ol imparting protection, the left holds the skirt of the upper robe 
The lower garment ifttitaramaaka) is bound tightly to the 
waist. The girdle is not marked. The back of the image only shows 
the indication of the robe. There is no writing on the image, but the 
style and attitude which are identical with those of the two inscribed 
images B (6) 2 and 3 leave no doubt that this image also belongs to the 
Oupta period. 

The halo which is 3’ J*in diameter is valuable as a complete specimen 
of the Gupta period.^ It is richly sculptured except tho central por* 
tion. The decoration consists of several concontric bands of ornament. 
The innermost, which is the broadest, consists of an intricate floral and 
foliated pattern, the leaves assuming the appearance of scrolls. This 
is eticlosod by a conventional garland in which five rosettes have been 
introduced. The next pattern is the bead and reel ornament and last 
of all we hnd a narrow scalloped border which occurs already on the 
halo of the Kueha.ia period, but there without any further ornament. 

The image is made of bud-coloured sandstone from Chunar and was 
imearthed in 1904-0o - to the south of the ^[ain Shrine. 

B (h) b.—^Image of Buddha standing (ht, 4' width across the 
t^houldera 1' 6*1. Tho base with the feet is broken of! and the right eye, 
nose, chin, and ear-lobes are slightly injured. . The arms were broken 
into many pieces and have been restored. Tho right hand ie raised in 
the attitude of granting security. The left hand which held the hem of 
the robe is miscsiug. There is no indication of tho girdle, but the edge 
of lower garment (anmraefisdJl!i) is clearly marked. The right leg is 
i^lightly bent and the halo which is broken into several fragments is 
circular (2' 2* in diameter) and has the esme decoration as B {b} 4, but 
much more finely executed. 

The image is made of s fine-grained greyish sandstone from Chunar. 
The style is similar to that of tho inscribed Gupta images B (6) 2 and 
3 and I have no hesitation in a9.tigning this image to the same period. 
It was found in 190S4)7 ^ to the couth of Jagat Singh Stupa.

The right hand is rawed in the atti¬ 
tude of protection j the left holds the robe at the height 

of the left thigh. Front the close eimilarity of its style to that of the 
preceding etatues this aculptura may also be aasigLed to the time of 
the Imperial Ouptaa. 

The image proiaots from a back-elab which us ova] at the top. There 
ia no eoparate halo, but the margin of the baok-elab ia decorated with 
a narrow scalloped boedor which » eombinod on iho iuaido with a hue 
of bead and rod. This obviously marks the firet eUge in the devdop- 
ment of the plain scalloped border of the Kusbaoa period. 

The head with the elab behind it, and both hands were detached and 
have been refixed. The right hand was found in 1901-05 to the south- 
west of the Asilka column. It ie not recorded where the head and the 
left hand were found. The remaining portion of the image waa fouiid 
standing on a low brick pedestal in the southern chapel of the Atain 
Shrinfl.^

The base of the image is carved in imitation of a rock or stone plat¬ 
form to indicate the hfdkimiitda, seated on which the Buddha reached 
eiipreiue wisdom. This seat is supported at each end by a dwarfish 
figure or atiantc. The dress of the Buddha conskte of a lower garment 
(imtaravdsaia), the folds of which appear on the top of the seat, and an 
upper ro^ (saiig/Mti) which loaves the right ehoulder bare,* Around 
the head k an oval-shaped halo surrounded by a line of bead and reel. 
Above the Tea<‘her'a head is the foliage of a plpal tree {Fieua Tetkiom) 
which is the tree of wisdom of Gautama Buddha 

To hk right, stands the Evil One (Alira) with a large bow in hia left 
hand and an arrow (now defaced) in the other. The female tiimro 
standing to the left of the Buddha k one of the three daughtera of 
the Tempter. Her right hand is raked behtod her head, while the loft 
h Hpplied to her breasts. Most of this figure is now defaced. Of the 
army of the Evil One, four wanioiB of terrific appearance were 
represented, namely, two on either side of the halo, one above the other 
The upper one ou the proper right has the head of a lion and k in 
the act of hnrlijig a rock (pariom) on the Buddha. The other demon 
on this sUe has disappeared, but the cobra which encircled his body 
is still visible. The demons on the other side are mining. In Major 
Kittoe’^s sketcb, alluded to above, the upper one has a builds head 
and a face with two tushes on his belly. The lower figure, which has 
a thiek-eet dwarfish body, holds a hatchet (JtufAam) in ifa left 
hand. 

Eedeath the right hand of the Buddha, width is poiutiug to the earth 
i& a ieroaie figure of which the lower body was presomably not indi' 
fated. {3he holds a vase between her hands which she seems to be 
presenting to the BudtUm. Dr. Vogel has identified this figure as Bio 
Earth-goddess (Prithivi or Vaaundhara) who is rkiug from the earth to 
bear testimony to the good works of the Buddha.* In the centre of 
the base is a figure with long dishevelled hair which k apparently flee¬ 
ing away. This k presumably the Evil One after hk defeat, or his 
daughter if it was a female figure.

Major Kittoe does not 
flay that it was recovered by him. 

’ • B (b) 173.—Lower part (ht. 1^* ; width at base 13') of figure of Gau¬ 
tama Buddha seated crosa-legged in the earth-touching attitude (bbiS- 
mispatJfatnudra). The front of the base is moulded in the fashion of 
a rook. Beneath the right hand of the Buddha is the Earth-goddess 
fMahapnthivi or Vasundhara) holding up a vase, and in the centre, 
in a niche, the head of a lion resting on his fore-paws meant apparently 
to symbolize the forest of ITrurilva where the Buddha reached 
fiupreme wisdom. At the proper left eud^ we notice two miniature 
figures fleeing away. One of these is a femak and represents, no 
doubt, one of the three daughters of the Evdl One (Mam), who tempt- 
ed the Buddha and were themselves changed into old hags by his 
miraculous power. The male figure before her is probably her father 
Mara who hue also been vanquished. On the sole of each foot 
of the Buddha is a wheel (cAflifoL one of the personal characteristies 
of a gre-at man 

On the upper rim of the base is incised a short Sanskrit epigraph 
in characters of the 5th centur^^ A.D., which runs :—

" This [is] the pious gift of Rumaragupta.'" Dr, Konow ^ expressed 
the opinion that the donor was possibly the emperor Kumfiragupta 1 
himselfp but the identification is open to serious ofajectbnfl.^ 

Beddish sandstone of Chunar. Unearthed in 1906-07 in the mound 
of spoil earth which CTciatod to the south of the Jagat Bingh St6pa, at 
the level of the small i/^Twia surrounding it. 

B (ft) 174.—Figure [ht. V 8'; width V |") of Gautama Buddha, 
in high relief, at the moment of hie enlightenment (ioJAt). The face 
has ^ked away. The right hand points towards the earth {Mivmi- 
; the left leate on the lap. Around the head is an oval- 
shaped halop and the foliage of a pJfol tree above it. To the r^ht of the 
Buddha is a daughter of the Bvil One, her left hand on her breast, the 
right holding an uncertain object. To hts left we notice a male

The base is carved in the shape of a rock and la occupied at the 
proper right end by the Earth-goddess {Prithivi ) with the usual vase, 
and in the centre, by tbe lion resting with its bead on Its paws. 
The figures shown at the other end aa fleeing away are Mura's 
daughter and the Evil One himself respectively after their defeat. 

The style of the sculpture displays a close aflinity to that of B {b) 
173 for which reason I assign it to about the 0th century A.D. We 
have a sketch of this sculpture in Major Kittoe’a ' Drawings,’ where he 
notes Samftth as its provenance,^ 

* B (A) 175. — Image of Gautama Buddha seated cross-legged 
aikamshattpa) in the earth-touching attitude 
It is carved in alto-relievo and projects froai a stout back-slab 5' 1' 
high, 2' 7' broad and 1' thick at base. The upper portion of the back- 
slab Irom the shoidders of the Buddha upwards was broken into seve¬ 
ral pieces, three of which were recovered,^ The head of the Buddha la 
missing as well as most of the arms. Around the head, carved in relief 
on the hack-slab, is a circular halo (1' flij' in diameter) which U nearly 
complete, and decorated round the border with two circular bunds of 
rosettes and beads reajMctively. Over the halo the foliage of the Bodhi 
tree was shown, but it is now only visible on the top of the stone. The 
flying figures on both sides of the lialo are celestials who showered 
down flowers on the Buddha after he bad conquered the Tempter. 
The folds of the dress are scarcely indicated, so that the edge of the 
upper robe across the breast is apt to he mistaken for the Brahmanical 
tiuead. 

The base of the image has broad projecting rims above and beneath 
and is carved after the fashion of a rock. In the centre of the sunken 
portion in a circular niche, js a lion in a cave, resting its head on its 
paws. The Earth-goddess appears beneath the right hand of the Buddha, 
but she is not shown here oa emerging from the earth. Her vase is 
broken off. In front of her is a male figure kneeling in reverence, 
lierhaps the donor of the image. On the other side of the niche 
correeponding to the Earth-goddess is a daughter of Mfira running 
away. The miniature figure in front of her is perhaps to be identified 
as the Evil One in flight. 

On the back of the sculpture are sketched the outlines of eight ^iXpa^ 
in two vertical rows, ^ 

The approximate date of the sculpture is furnished by a Sanskrit 
epigraph in ornamental characters of tile 6th or 7th century D. It

B (6) 17G.—Bust of masflive ii»sge of Buddha which, to judge from 
itB appearance, must have been sitting in the earth-touehing attitude 
f^hh^mis'parfanuidrrl)- Ht. up to top of halo 4 j'; width acToe« 
shoulders V 11', Both anna from the elbowa downwards are miaaing* 
The upper portion of the face has been cut off and the ear-lobes and 
the protuberance of the akull deatroyed. The bair is arranged aa 
usual in spiral curls. 

The right shoulder is bare and as no- attempt ha& been made at 
marking the drapery, the edge of the upper robe produces the 
impression of the Brahmanical sacred thread {yajH&ptipita). Behind 
the head is the major portion of an oval halo with a foliatedi ornament 
around the margin. This decoration is defaced in the upper part of the 
halo. A small fragment (ht. V V) belonging to the proper left side 
of the halo was toiind in a trench sooth of monnsterv 11. It shows a 
headless celestial flying in a cloud. 

The material is the sandstone of Chunir, It is aaid locally that 
this image was lying near the Dhamrkh Stupa until 1903 when it wan 
placed in a temporal^ sculpture ahed along with the Queen^s CoUege 
collection. 

B (i) 177. — Figure of Gautama Buddha fitting cross-legged in the 
earth*touching attitude Ht, 1' up to the 

top of the back-slab; width at base 11'. Above the Buddha** head 
the foliage of the pipal tree is showuT and to his right, a miniature 
kneeling figure, preaumably the donor. The trunk of the figure has 
sufiered confliderably from the action of saltpetre. The back^^Iab is 
broken on the proper left side. Judging from the style I attribute the 
sculpture to the late Gupta period. 

Unearthed in 1904-05 to the north of the Jagat Singh Stupa. 

B (6) 178. — Lower portion (ht, 8"; width 10')* below the waists of a 
figure of Gautama Buddha which was seated Ciosadegged in the earth- 
touching attitude. The right hand is missing and ^e figure ia much 
defaced. The front of the base was treated after the fashion of B (b) 
172-174. Late Gupta style, Discovered in 1906-07 in the mediaeval 
monastery L 
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B 178 (b).—F ragmeat (ht. 1' 3}'} from the proper left aide of 
an image of Gautama Buddha at the moment of enlightenment {iJdftiJ. 
Below, rock pattern aa in other representationa of this aoeae (e.j., B (5) 
178). Above, two daughters of the Evil One etanding side by side in 
amorous attitude. The bead of the figure on the proper right side is 
wanting. The style seems to be Gupta. Chtinar eaadstoiie. Dk* * 
covered in 190T-08 in the trench crossing the south boundary wall of 
monastery Ii 1' 6* below surface. 

* B (h) 179.—Figure (ht. 1'; width 9J*) of Gautama Buddha seated 
cross-legged in the preaching attitude on a fuUy^xpanded lotus raised 
on a vertical stem surrounded with foliage. The hands are disposed 
in front of the breast in such a way that the thumb and the fore-hnger 
of the right hand just touch the fore-finger of the left hand, the palm of 
the former temaining turned outward. The treatment of the dress is 
similar to that in the standing images of Buddha described above, both 
shoulders being wrapped in the upper robe and not merely the left one 
US we noticed In the representations of Buddha’s enlightenment 
The upper portion of the back-slab with the Buddha's head is broken 
off. Beneath the lotus-throne oo either side is a mioiature replica 
of the main figure in the same posture. The two Jotus-atalks which 
rise from the base, one on esch side, probably also supported similar 
figures. In all probability the sculpture repreaents tbe great miracle 
of Srovasti. (C/. C {«} 3, 4, 0 aod 7.) 

The base of the itoage contains a Sanskrit inscription in characters 
of the 4 th or oth century A.D. which runs :—

the pious gift of the Buddhist monk Dhanadeva." 

It is worth noticing that the sculpture under description exhibits 
a striking affinitj’ in style to the aculptures of the Gandhftra school. 
This will become apparent when we compare it with a relief found at 
.Xu^ammad Nan in Yusufsai, now at Lahore, and a mode! shrine from 
Lgriyan Tangai, now deposited ui the Indian Museum, Calcutta,® 
We find the saine lotus-throne {padnuUaim) in both cases with this 
difference that while it is carved in tbe round in the Gandham sculp¬ 
ture inentioned above, it is out in relief in the Sftmath specimen. The 
position of the hands is also nearly tbe same. 

Tbe figure is made of a reddish kind of sandstone from Chuiiar and 
was unearthed in 190S-07 in stupa No. 40 to the north-east of the 
Main Shrine.®

from the tracea of them which remain on the breast that they wore held 
in the same position a$ those of the preceding image^ The upper robe 
coveins both ehonldere, but ita existence is only indicated along the 
edges.

The delineation of the lotus is particularly artktic and compares 
favourably with the lotiis-throne of Buddhas in Gandliara sculpture. 
The two male figures on both sides of the lotus-stalk seated in a devo^ 
tioual attitude on cushions ere probably human devotees. 

The border of the back-^lab is ornamented with a scalloped orna¬ 
ment to which is added on the interior n line of bead and reel and a 
well-carved garland pattern similar to that on B (i) %. The image is 
enc of the best sculptnics of the Gupta period. It was deposited in 
the Queen^s College up to the year 190S^ hut it is not known who 
excavated it. 

B 181.—Image (ht. G' 3' up to the top of the halo ; width 
at base 2' 7*) of Gautama Buddha seated cross-legged^ preaching the 
first sermoii at Samath, on a thick cushion supported on a seat with 
moulded legs. The j>osition of the hands in front of the breast conforms 
to that in other images representing this scene with the only dificrence 
that in this case it k the tiiiddle-finger [madhy^imikif) of the left hand 
and not the fore-finger which is touched by the thumb and fore-finger 
of the right hand. The robe covers both shoulders, but the drapery 
is only indicated along the edges of the garment and on the top of the 
cushion. The hair, in accordance with the canon, is treated in short 
conventional curia turned to the right and the protuber¬ 

ance of the skull is nearly hemispheric in shape. The lobes of the ears, 
which are prolonged as far down as the shoulders, are slightly injured. 
In the centre of the relief carved between the legs of the seat is a wheel 
on a throne with couchant deer on either side- The wheel symbolizes 
the "" wheel of the Buddhist law which Gautama Buddha set going at 
SArnath and the animals indicate the Deer-park (Mrigadava} in which 
his first sermon was preached. The remaining space k taken up by 
sieven kneeling figures with hands Joined before the breash Of these 
the five figures with shaven heads and in monkk dress are the five 
conuadefi {/’oacAo of the Buddha who deserted him 

at Gaya and afterwards became the first Tccipiente of hk doctrine. 
The two remainiiig figures, a woman kneeling and a child (?) etandiug 
behind her with a garland (?), are possibly the donors of thoRculptursH

TLe back-slab up to the ahoulden of the maui image is adorooi 
with a pattern simulating the back of a thiroue. Two crocodile {mak'ira) 
beads emerging from foliage aurmoimt the ends of the hocizontal bar 
which are supported by rampart leogryphe with long wavy tails« Dr. 
V ogel ^ in tracing the origin of these leogryphs has shown how from 
an ornamental bracket, such as we hnd in S&hcbi, essentially an 
architectural member, this motif lias gradually developed into a merely 
decorative device for the embellishment of pillars, back-slabs of imsgea, 
etc. The throne itself was possibly derived from the Qandhftra 
sculptnresi^. 

The upper portion of the back'slab is fashioned into a beautifiillv 
sculptured circular halo (diam. 2' 8'J, the concentric bands of ornament 
around it being partly similar to those on B (6) 4. On either side of 
the halo is a flying celestial (dseo) holding a tray of dowers in the left 
hand. The figure to the proper right holds in its right hand what 
looks like a fly-whisk (Skfc. cArlmam} but more probably is meant for 
a flower. 

It is to be noted that the sculpture is characterized by a |)ecu- 
iiarly aoreuo expresaion of repose which, as well as the supple end lithe 
limbs of the dgurcT calls to iiiiud Mr. Ha veil’s ^ remarks about the super¬ 
human, spiritualiaed conception of the Buddha’s person, which in bis 
opiixion was the guiding principle of the Indian Buddhist sculptor. 

The sculpture is made of Ohunar sandstone and retains traces of 
red colouring. It was discovered by Mr. Oertel io J904-05 to the south 
of the Jagat Bingh Stiipa.^ Pi. X.

On front of the base ia a refief consisting of a wheel supported on 
an expanded lotus with a concliant deer on either side, esteriot to 
which ait the five menks^ the first converts of Buddha, nacnelyt two to 
the proper right and thr^ to the left. This group indicates that the 
sculpture refers to Buddha^s first sennon in the Deer-{>ark of Benarea* 
the medem Sarulth. The rough sides of the image show that it was 
meant to be enshrined in a niche perhaps of a atMjMi. The style is 
of the Gupta period and the rnaterial Ghunir sandstone w'hich was 
coloured red. Unearthed in 1904-05 to the north-west of the Jagat 
i^ingh Stupa.

The wheel and -pair of deer which occupy tho middle three 
divisions indicate that the sculpture refers to Buddha's first BermOTi, 
The two erect thunderbolts (va/ra) on both sides of the wheel svin- 
bolise the throne on which Gautama Buddha reached supreme wisdom 
On the other sides of the deer we notice two lions, couebant, 
each placed on a conventional lotus flower with its face turned to tho 
front and one fore-paw raised. These figures were only iiitroducod 
by the sculptor as an indication of the lion-throne (siriifwMKfl) on 
which great men (iJuiArtpunwAa) ait. The ends of the throne are sup¬ 
ported on fat dwarfish figures or ntlantoa which resemble the Emtes 
of classical art and are indeed Indicated by the name of Mura {=Cupid), 
u ij^ lower rim of the pedestal contains a Banekrit vemion of the 
Buddhist cr^ in two lines in charactere of the 11th century A.D. 
The ii^nption cut on the upper rim which consists of three lines 
of writing in excellent preservation is of exceptional value.

Om. Adoration to the Buddha! The illustrious Sthirapaia [and 
his] yomgsr brother, the iUustrious Vasantapala, whom the lord of 
Gsuija (Bengal), the illustnous Mahipala, caused to establish in KaST 
[the temples of] I^ino (Siva) aud Chitragba^tS (Dutga) and other 
preoioiiB monuments of his glory in hundroda-after he had worshipped 
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thfl foot of Gurava Sri-Vamaift^i, which is like a lotus in tho lake of 
Varanasi sunoQodcd, as it wore, by /atVala plants throilgb the hair of 
bowing kings; they who have inndo learning fruitful and who do not 
turn back fon their way] to supiome knowledge^ rostered the itipa 
and {the shrine or the Convent of] tho wheel of law completely, and 
built this new shrine {yandAaf:u/iJ of stone relating to the eight great 
places, Samvat 1Q83, on the lltb day of Paiisha/' 

This inscription has already been published ‘ four times and is of con- 
siderablo interest as a record of the restoration of two of the principal 
monuments of tho Deer-park and the constructioii of a now one in the 
11th century A,D. For further remarks about this inseription tho read¬ 
er is referred to the Introduction to this catalogueThe sculpture is 
made of buff-coloured sandstone of Chuou and was most probably' ex¬ 
cavated by Babu Jagat Singb, Diwan of Raja Chet Siugh of Beuaios, in 
1793-94 at or near tho Jagat Singh which ho demolished for 
building materiaI«J» PI. XI. 

• B (c) 3. -Figure of Gautama Buddha in bold relief against a back- 
slab (ht* 3' 8': width 2' o') which is rounded at top* Tho attitude 
is that of touching the earth (ManusparJhmudrrJ) on the occasion oa 
culightcnment at Gaya. Tho right hand which is stretched 

downward, and the left which rests in the lap arc both damaged, so 
also the features of the face. Hair arranged, as usual, in abort conven¬ 
tional curls, but protuberance ou skull (mhyJitia) iiiore pronounced 
than in Gupta images. Right shoulder aud breast bare edge of upper 
robe falls on left breast. Around bead oval-shaped halo, enclosed 
by a garland and a Faming border. Behind sbouldem, in relief, orna¬ 
mental rail resting on small pilasters and supported at both ends 
by rampant leogryphs. Wo find on either eide of the Buddha's head 
a celestial being (dfrYt) with elaborate head-dress seated ou the rail, 
and holding a gyland between his hands. Base moulded in ofi-sets 
aud Mins. On it, figure of earth-goddees (Vasnndhara) with usual 
vase in left hand. On upper rim, Buddhist creed in Sanskrit charac- 
ters of about the 9tli century A.D^ 

It will be noted that the aculpture exhibits a remarkable reaeniblaticc 
to images from Magadba and particularly to a Xurkilmr relief in tbe 
Lucknow Museum.* Tliia is especially evidenced by the form of tbe

In respect of workmanship the sculpture is decidedly iuferior to 
those of ^0 Gupta periods and 1 have no hesitation in oasigning it to 
the mediaeval period.

The left hand is missing, but it may 
he ossumed to have held a mongoose the tail of which is still traceable. 
The goddess wears a long garland reaching down to a little beneath 
the knees and is profusely adorned with omanienta of all sorts. In 
her right hand was an object which has disappeared, Her left hand 
is wanting. We may perhaps asemne that slio held the same objects 
as the miniature figures of the goddess Vasuiidhara in Ko B{J} 19, 
namely an car of com and a fruit (?) On the top of the pedestal 
at the feet of the deities are two kneeling figures, n male and a 
feniale, presumably the donor and his wife, while in front of it 
beneath the goddess is carved a [lair of vases (Sanskrit rstnagftalH) 
a s^hol of abundance over which she presides. Tbe remmning 
jiortion of the pedestal is taken up with a fragmentary Sanskrit 
inscription of five lines in eharoeterH of the 11th or I3th century A.D, 
consisting of tbe Buddhist creed followed by :■—

Groujift of the god of wealth and the goddeaa of fertility are common 
in ilathura and Gandhi aculptuie* where they are invariably re¬ 
presented as seated. For the difTerenee in the [wsition and the addition 
of the corpse the later sculptors must have been rcspoiiBible. It is 
also worth noting that, w hereas in the schools referred to, it U Kubera 
who occupies the right [lositiou, in the sculpture under review the order 
is eliangcd. 

Made of Chunar stone of pale grey colour and discovered in 1907-08 
on eastern approach of Main Shrine 7" below the surfaced PL XV* o, 
B (e) 2.—Sculpture (ht. ■ width V representing a pair of 
corpulent figures, presumably goliUns crouching side by side. 

The heads of both and one arm of each are mining. They wear Jower 
garments^ necklaces, armlets and bracelets. The left hand of the 
right, and right hand of tlie other, rest on the knees. The style seems to 
belong to the mediteval period. It is iiiadle of €Lunar sandstone of 
huff colour and was probably found at S^nfitii. 

B («) ^Corpulcnt male figure (ht, 6* including tenon on under¬ 
side - width apparently a goblin ot t^ahha, seated with the left 
knee drawn np. Both arms are w anting, but the right tiand ezdsts on 
the knee. The tenon on the underside shown that the statuette was 
fixed in a pedestah The image does not seem to be of Kubera. Binal] 
Sgutea of this deity oct^ur on several lacing stones preserved in the 
j^amat]l Museum and there is cjuite a collection of them in the ilathuta

B (^) 6,—Blab (ht^ 1^6^; width 2' 3^) with group of three dcHie^ 
seated croas-lcgged side by side on eonventioual lotuses, all of whtc?h 
rise from the same root. The central figure is larger than the side ones, 
and the one at the proper left end is a fejuale while the other two O-re 
males. In other rcapects they are identical, each having a plain cir¬ 
cular halo and four anns. The lower han<b arc clasped before tlic 
breast, the other two hold a rosary' (^libAdnidld) and a full-blown lotus 
flower respeotivoiy*. Their hair is done up in high top-knots- They 
wear the upper halt o{ the body being nude. 

Coder the lotus thrones are four miniature figurcSt tw'o of whif^h 
iu the middle Bcem to uphold the central throne* the other two have 
hands joined in adoration. The back-slab is cut aicay from l>cyrid 
tlie lower jjart and at both sides of the central figure. The significance 
of this group of deities cannot be made out. Mr. Ocrtel proposed to 
identify them as tlie three-jeweis (/n>fir/no) of the Buddhist church, ^ 
but this kkntlTicutioii Is untenable. On account of the conventional 
style and multiplicity of ornaments 1 asaJgu the sculpture to the medi¬ 
aeval period.

The fTagment 
at the projU!i right end ihucovered in IfUtT-hS in the area around 
the Jagat Singh Stupa*' ; the middle fragment came to light in I'JtMi-tlT 
in the area west of the Main Shrine.

B (e) 12.—Fragincnt (ht, 4'; width 2|') with a part of a figuTe 
seated cross-legged on a lotus throne. The appearance of the frag¬ 
ment seems to show that it is from the middle of a group of three deities 
siuiilaT to B (e) fi.

The baek- 3 lalj La rounded at the top and atlomed along the margin with 
a scalloped and beaded border as in the Buddha imagea of the Gupta 
jieriod/ The feet and right hand are wanting and the proper left aide 
of the back'Slflb is much mutilated from the elbow of the figure up¬ 
wards. The nose and lips are injured. The dress of the goddess 
seems to consist of a simple oloth of the type of 9^fhi which is 
indicated on the legs by raised lines and covers the whole of the iipt>cf 
body w'ith the exception of the right ann. The ends of the garment 
falling over the left arm are carefully marked. The hair is, curiously 
enough, partly treated in abort spiral curls similar to tliose of Buddlia 
images with a fringe ol rhsghts along the forehead and the test of 
the hair is done up in a toundish knot, while flOiue looks arc indicated 
on the left shoulder. An ornamental fillet w itb a crest in the middle 
adonis the forehead. The other omaiiicnts are large circular car-rings, 
a double ueeklaco, a long string of Ijeudw, fasteiied betweeQ the 
breasts, richly studded atuilets and bracelets and an elaborate girdle 
(ivTwcAi) consisting of five strings of beads which are secured in a large 
citxular diamond in the centre. 

The left hand of the goddess holite a w'ater-|K>t (Ifidanili-kama^ffalu) 
on the hip and the right w^hicb is broken off was ap|>arently stretched 
out in the giftrbestowing attitude {i^rodoBiwdrd). It is for these two 
reasons that the image is identified as Tara Bhrikuti.® 

The workmaasliip of the image is quite as good as that of fl (J) 
L The material is Chuntir gancktone of the same kind. It will bo 
noticed that the breasts are made very large and the waist thin, 
from which it follows that the exaggerated female lomis of mediae¬ 
val 8cul[>tiire were not altogether unkuDWti in the Gupta period. 
This is the earliest representation ol a goddess found at Samith*

cular holes in the joints indicate that they w^ere separate pieces joined 
to the image by metal rods.

In the wny of dress the goddess wears presumably only a lower 
garment whereas the upper half of the body is bare. But she is lavish¬ 
ly adorned with omainents which would throw useful light on the 
lodian jewellery of the mcdiieval period. The most elaborate orna¬ 
ment is the girdle {liiii/cht). The hcad-dtoas consists of a five-peaked 
crown (nurhirfa] set with jewels and pearls and held with a band re¬ 
sembling a garland of miilntt flowers. On the uiiddle crest of the crown 
is a minlaturo headless figure of the Dhytini-liuddha Ainoglioaiddlil 
seated cross-legged mth Ids right hand raised in the attitude of impart- 
ting security (obAoyflmMdffl). The liair of the goddess is tied into a 
long thick knot behind the head, whieh may l>c seen almvc the right 
shoulder. Tlic female attendant to the pro|>er right of Tarn is ilfiri- 
chi, the goddess of Dawn without head and right ami. She is 
readily recognised by her usnal attributes of a tliuuderholt {va/ra) 
held in front of her breast and an a^oka flow'cr in the left hand, 
The figure on the other aide of Tara Is the angry Ekajata the 
forehead marked with deep furrows, with a protniding abdomen 
(/owbednrrT] and a loin cloth {perhaps a tigeria skin) on the thighs. 
The hands are broken but we may assume tliot they held a sword 
and a skull. 

It is interesting to note that the seiilptnre is in perfect accord 
with the Stidham^ and must have been carved under the supervision 
of an intelligent monk or a sculptor acquainted with the canon. The 
image affords also a typical spctdinen of feminine beauty, as conceived 
in the lucdifflval period of Indian art, which forms such a marked 
contrast to the akuple and chaste style of the earlier periods. This 
is manifest in every part of the s£’ul|>turc. The breasts are very large 
and prominent, the waist is inordinately thin {tamtutadhi/itmd) and the 
posture e.xaggeiatcd to a degree. 

Made of Cliunnr sandstone. Discovered by Sir. OicrteJ in IWJ-

The style of the sculpture is iindoubtedJy of the mediaeval period. 
Its material is Cbuntif sandstone. It was formerly preserved iq the 
Queen^s College, and most proh&Idy orij|dnates from HfimatJi, although 
it is not sketched in Major Kittoe's Drawings. 

B(/) 4.—Figure (ht. 2^ width of Imok-sbb V 11*) of a goddess 
seated to proper right in Indian fashion with the right foot swung 
over the left thigh. The head, left ami and right foreann are broken 
off and the right leg la damaged below the knee. The latter was 
fastened to the w^aist by a broad band. Hie hair hangs down the 
back almost to the ground. She wears ornaments siniilar to those in 
B (/) 2* To the proper left of the goddess is a flower-stalk, hot as the 
flower iteelf is broken off it does not help m to identify the image, 

Tlic style is of the late mediaeval period. The sculpture was found 
in 1MKK»I in the first outer court of the mediasval monaster)' 
I, close to the stair, below' the Hurfaee^^ 1 am inelined to think that 
it was placed at the entrance of the building just as river goddessea are 
in Brahmanical tern plea. This la borne out by the fact that another 
figure [B ij) 5] of the same style and sisse w as found in the same year 
on the south of the same court.^ PL XVI. 

B U) 5.—Figure (ht. 2'' 2|*; width at base V 6'") similar in all res¬ 
pects to B {/) 4 which must Siavc formed a pair with it. Head and 
left arm wanting. Back-slab broken off. Find-spot indicated under

B (/} 6.—Figure (ht. V HT; width V 4|') of a godde® in alto- 
relievo projecting from a rectangular back-slab of the same type as B 
(/) 4 and 5 . Head, both aims and right leg broken off. Near her 
right shovdder is a miniature elephant in fragmentary condition ap 
parently standing on a lotus. Traces of a similar figure cueist on the 
other side. Is the goddess perhajia firT or Lakshm! \ The sculpture 
is made of Chnnar sandstone but is much weather-stained. Discovered® 
in 1907-08 in the firat outer court of mediieval monastery 1. 

B (/) 7.— Slab (ht- V 10*; width V 3|*) with a figure of Tarl seated 
in an easy attitude (loftirdsfifid:} on a lotus throne with the right foot 
hanging down and placed on a smaller lotus. With the exception of the 
right forearm, which is damaged, the sculpture is in an excellent state 
of preservation. The goddess wears a lower garment and a number of 
omaments, her bair being tied in a round knot behind the bead. Iter 
right hand is, ^ usual, in the gift-bestowdng attitude 
and the flower in the leit hand is undoubtedly a blue lotus {filW-pdla),

To her left^ is a standing fcmab figure with similar dreaa and nmamf^nts 
and probably a repetition of hen^If. On the front ol the base is an¬ 
other figure with an indistinct object, perhaps a flower or a thnnflcrholt 
in the right raised hand and what seems to be an incense- 
burner in the left. Tliia is probably a human worshipper. The hack 
of the throne consists of a hori?K)nta1 bar eu[Sported by a pair of 
pilaatera with bracket-capita la and a pair of rampant leogrvThs. 
Above its ends arc mtti&m heads emerging Irani foliage. Around 
the head of the goddess is a circular halo in the shape of a full-blown 
lotua flower^, on either side of wliicli projecting from a cloud is a dy¬ 
ing celestial being shown in the act of ahowerii^ flowers* 

The sculpture seems to date from the late medicoval period- 
It IS made of bulf-colotired Chun nr sandstone and was discovered in 
19C)’|-05 to the south-east of the }1nin Shrine** PI, XVII, o. 

B (/) S*—Bust (ht. 1^7*; width 3*) of THra in the form of Vajra- 
Tarfi* carved in the round with four heads (rfa^arrfli/rr?) and eight 
arms All the left amis arc niiasing, hut portions of those 

to the right side are extent. The goddess wears on elaborate torrjue 
with a large jewel in the middle and a necklace consistitig of three 
strings of beads. On the fore-head of the front lead is n srjuare 
diamond-shaped mark probably meant for the third eye of the goddess 
{trin^ird). The hair is arranged in a conical knot visible between the 
four heads. Tlie head-dresses are profuBcly adorned with atiings of 
pearls and in the head-dress of the principal head aru introduced four 
miniature figures of Dhyani-biiddhos, namely, two of Akehobbya in 
the earth-touching attitude, one of AmitUbha m meditation and the 
fourth in the attitude of teaching, preeumahly Vairochana. The head 
an the back has only one figuro of Amfighasiddlii in the attitude of 
protection (<7M/#ird7nudrJ), Tlicreareno Dhyani-huddhas on the other 
two heads. 

The image l>eIongs to the medieval period, as is sufficiently evident 
from the abnonnally large breasts and the elaborate ornaments. The 
material is a grey kind of fine-gTained stone. The sculpture was ex¬ 
cavated in 1904-05 south-west of the Hlain Shrine^ 

B (/) 9.—-Slab (ht, P ]-; width 10") with a four-armed figure of a 
goddess seated erosa^Icgged on a lotus throne. The figure is broken 
into two across the waist, and a triangular piece is nijssiag at the 
proper right upper comer. The goddess warn an under-garment and 
a scarf over her shoulders, the ornaments on her pei^on

To the left 
of the goddess ia a standing figure holding a sword m its nght hand. 
Its left hand is missing but the figure was probably Ekajata. The 
attendant on the right side of the goddess should have been Alarm u 
and tho identification of tho principal imago cannot, tlierefoM, be 
considered ss certain.

On grounds of style the sculpture may be assigned to the late 
medifpval period.

The 
remaining space of the bs^ is taken up by an inscription w'hicli m 
now altogether obliterated^ The style is clearly mediaeval and the 
material reddish sandstone of Chimar. 

It ia interesting to compare thia sculpture w’ith three coinpicte iniagea 
of ilarichi, ail orginatmg from llagadha and nqw‘ preserved, 
one in the Lucknow^ Museniu, the other two in the Indian 
Calcutta.® The former has been discussed in detail by Dr. VogeL® 
The goddess is a personification of the nioming dawn. Her three 
faces have probably some connection with certain thiec^faced images 
of Vishnu found m Kashmir and KulCu The idea of the car drawn 
by seven pigs is anaiogous to that o£ the Sun^a lSuj:} a's) chariot drawn 
by fleven horses, jiist as the anon}~mous charioteer is manifestly to 
be traced to Arn^, who drives the car of iSurya. 

The Samath image under review differa from the three Mugadha 
representations quoted above in several points. Whereas all those 
have eight amis, the former has only six. Kor does it show' the head 
of a demon (E^uJ which figures on all those citlier above or beneath 
the central boar, nor the repetitions of the goddess one in each of the 
four corners of the sculpture (devtckii(u^h{a^-^rhfita). 

The sculpture was ^scovered in PL XV U, L

The bas"relief carved on the face of tbe sculpture ts divided into four 
conipartnienta placed one above the other and coutainiiig the four 
principal scenes of the Buddha^s Me, which ore arranged chronologically, 
starting from below* :— 

{*i) The lowest panel iHustrates the birth of Gautanm Buddha or 
rather Bndhisattva in the Lnmbini garden (modem Rum- 
mindel) near Kapilavaatg. His luotheT MiiyMCvl atanda in 
the centre, in the same posture as in the representations of 
thia scene in Uandhara and Mathura sjcnlpturcs^* her right 
hand catching hold of a branch of a (a tree (iSAorori Rnt/mUi 
^iUtk^ha), which forms, as it were, an arched canopy over 
her head. She has a plain circular lialo around her head 
and a scarf (Hindi dupatja) is visible on her arms. The 
carving to her proper right is defaced, but a comparison of 
the stele under review with another complete Samftth speci¬ 
men (ht. W cm-) bearing the same four scenes now in the 
Indian ilusenin^, makes it abaolntely certain that this ]iart 
of the fiscalpture was occupied by a figure of ^krn receiving 
the new-born lufant^ To the proper left of MAyidevt is the 
defaced figure of her sister Prajapati standing with her 
right baud resting on her hip* In Gandbflra sculpture 
rthe ta always repfesented as supporting May fide vIp To 
the left of Pra}ipftti again was the child Buddha receiving 
Ilia first bath. The child itself is effaced, but we still dis¬ 
tinguish the ' balf-bodied " Xaga-kings, Xanda and Up- 
nanda standing in the air‘ with their heads canopied by 
snake-hoods and pouring water over the infant's head from 
pitchers which they hold l»etwceu their hands. Above the

The corresponding space on the 
other side may similarly have been occupied by divine 
beings, but they are now altogether defaced. At both ends 
of the panel in narrow separate compartments are ta*o 
liuddha fi^es standing in the attitude of protection. 

(6) The next division contains the scene of Buddha's enlighten- 
iiient (bJdAi) at Gaya. In the eentre is the Buddha seated, 
as usual, in the earth-touching attitude {bh^mis-paTiftmadrS) 
Under the p7paf tree. To his right we recognize the £vil 
One (3Iara> boldii^ a bow {ckufa) iu his left hand and an 
arrow in the right. Behind him is a figure which Dr, Vogel 
^Sbtly identifies as an attendant of Mara holding his croco¬ 
dile standard {makara-dkwja). The seated figure in front 
of this attendant with the hcml supported on its left band 
ia presumably MAra again, his attitude expressing despair 
after bis defeat. The two female figures to the left of the 
Buddha arc two of Clara's three daughters. In stele No. 
C {a) 2 all the three are lepresented.' In the upper corncm 
of the panel two demons {raJahoM) are shown, the one to 
the proper right holding up a finger in menace, the other 
iriclding a sword in his right and clasping a snake in his 
left haud. On the front of the throne beneath the Buddha's 
right hand there must have been n figure of the earth goddess 
as in B (6) 172. It is now obfiteratecl. In the middle of the 
base is a female figure, jierbaps a daughter of Mftra flying 
away and to her proper left two kneeling figures of uncertain 
meaning. 

(c) Buddha’s first sermon in the Deer-park (modem SflmAth). 
The Buddha is seated in the centre of the panel on a couch 
in the aMltude of expounding the law' {dharmarhakromuilra). 
To his right is the Bodhisattva Maitrera standing on a full- 
blow^ lotus (podffla) with a fly-whi»k {WanskTit chdmam) 
m his ngbt hand and a rosary (aMowiI/k} in the left. To 
thelcftof the Buddha we see 4c Bi^lhisattva .kvalukite^vara 
standing on a lotus and holding a full-blown lotus flower 
in his left hand, while his right hand is stretched dowTi in the 
gift-bestowing attitude {varodamwdrri). The two standing 
Buddha figures on either side of the Buddha’s halo are pro¬ 
bably also meant to represent Gautama Buddha. In the 
upper eomem of the panel are two celestial beings (d^m) 
carrjmg garlands. It deserves notice that they are pro¬

[d) The uppermost compartiiient illustrates the Buddhadecease 
{mfih&panmrv^^a\ wliiehbas been represented In the usual 
fashion in strict agreement with the version.^ The Buddha is 
lying on kis right side facing to the fronts with pillows under 
his head and his feet, on a couch wdth stout tapering; legs 
which is placed between the twin trees of Kn^magara^ 
In front of the couch is a group of five mourning figures 
evidently compridtig both monks and lay-nieniberB, The 
figure seated croas-legged with the back turned to the front 
must be identified as the rcelnee {jHTm'rd/aA'A)r iSubherdra 
of Kti4inagara, the last convert of Buddha^ as would appear 
from the three staves tied together {itidando] with the water- 
pot (itniiiajiy^o/u} resting on them. The figure at the feet 
of the Buddha Is his great disciple^ Mahakii^yapa of BBja- 
griha who according to the Buddhist scriptures adored 
the Masterfeet immediately before the rremation. The 
figure near the Buddha^s head fanning bitn must be the 
monk llpav^na. Behind the Buddha, in the background 
are four more mourning figures each with the fight hand 
raised in grief. The female figures issuing from the foliage 
of the tw'os^ta trees are the tree-epirits engaged in showering 
fiow'crs on the Buddha.^ 

The at the top of the stclc containsK in a niche with arcbetl 
head, a figure of Buddha seated cross-legged in meditation. 
The flanks of the slab are rounded off and on Its back at 
the top is the Buddhist creed in six bites in characters of 
about the 5th century A.D. It is obvious that the steje was 
uieont to stand by itself and not to he engaged in a wall.

(e) The third panel contains two scenes. The i;iic Jo the proper right 
shows Buddha^s enlightenment. He is seated, as uaual, in the 
earth-touching attitude. To his right, the Evil One (Mata) 
stands with a bow in his left hand ; and to his left, Marais 
three daughters (Desire, Pleasure and Lust). On front of the 
tbrone beneath the B^^dhisattva^s right haEid the earth-god¬ 
dess is seen emerging from the earth with a treasure vaae in 
both hands. In the centre, w e notice the daughter of ilnra 
Heeing away. The three kneeling figures at both ends of the 
relief must be w^orshippers. The second acene which occupies 
the proper left half of the paneL is Buddha^ s first sermon. 
The Buddha is seated in the attitude of expounding the law 
(efAffrwiflcAnArrtWEurfrrt)* In front of the throne, is a w'hcel 
between a pair of deer. The five disciples were seated 
on both Bides of the Buddha, namely * three on the right 
and tw o on the left. Of the latter, traces of the lower figure 
only remain. Both the Buddha figures are headless. 

From the close conformity of its style to C (fi} L this soulpture 
may be assigned to the Gupta period.

Buddha is standing in the middle. To his left is the ferocious 
elephant, Nil^iri of KatnapaJa, which at the iriitigation of 
Devadatta had been let loose in order that it might kill 
the Buddha on his way to the house of a Brahmana who 
had invited him and his oOO diseiples to a meal. The ele¬ 
phant waa^ aa we know, readily subdued and is seen in the 
relief kneeling at Buddha^s feet in .submission. The figure 
to the left of Buddha may be Identified as Ananda hk 
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favourite disciple, who alouet remained with Buddha when 
alJ the other monks had fled.^ The loii't staff in hia ri^ht 
band may be the itAoWAcfo carried by Buddhist friars.® 

Ti u^ay be noted that the four secondary scenes as found in a sculp - 
ture from ilathura are different,* The omissions of detaila 
aiul peiaoiiages in the ficenes in the sculpture under review 
may have been due, m pointed out above, to acareity of space. 
The style of execution is of the Gupta period. The 
material is Chunar sandstone of buff colour. PI. XIX, b. 

V (fl) 4. — High slab {vrdhvapala. Ht. 3' 3^'; width 1' 6') dividetl 
into three korlsEontal compartments one above the other. The sculpture 
apparently illustrated the four chief events of Buddhalife such as we 
hnd delineated on C (a) I, 

(fi) The first acenep i t., the brith of Budhda, in the lowest panel, to 
the proper left^ b all but effaced. The feet of Maya and a 
twig of the tree^ however, still remain. To the right of 
Jlaya we can trace a kneeling figure » Indrat and another 
standing to her left which must have been her sister Praja- 
pati. The proper right portion of this section is altogether 
destroyed, bnt we may aasume, that it represented the En¬ 
lightenment of Buddha, 

(fr) The middle panel contained two scenes. The proper left por^ 
tion repre^nta the miracle of SravafitT. The Buddha h 
seated in the attitude of expounding the kw. To hk right 
and left wo notice traces of two standing Buddhas and 
above each of the^e thiee. a seated Buddha figure wuth a pair 
of miniature a/Spas between them. At the foot of the 
lotus on which the Buddha is seated we notice a corpulent 
figure seated on a low stool and sup])orted by an attendant. 
This must be one of the heretical teachem with a piipU.. On 
the sculpture under review this scene is mostly destroyed,, but 
the same subject b figured on a lai^er scale on two other 
slabs (Ca 6 and 7) where it is much better preaerved. 

{c) The other scene in the middle panel is almost effaced. Traces, 
however^ do remain to show that it waa probably the firat 
sermon of Benares. A pair of celestials carrying garlands 
are intact in the upper corners. 

(d) The event shown in the uppermost compartment is the demise 
of Buddha. He is reclining as usual on hie right side on a 
couch. One figure b standing at his head ; another, evi-

C (fl) 5. — Three fragments (ht* 2" G'J all of which belonged to a stele 
illustrating events from Buddha's life* Two of these fragments fit 
together and have been re-fixed with a copper dowel* These [ragments 
represent portions of two panels placed one over the other. The upper 
one illustrated the first serniOD of Gautama Buddha at Sarnath. The 
Buddha himself is missing. His throne was supported on a pair of lions 
standing to front. Between them ssre notice traces of three monks 
and a pair of deefj the wheel being absent. To the right of the Buddha 
b the Bfidbieattva Maitreya standing on a lotus and wearing a deer 
akin. Ho holds a rosary in his right hand ; his left hand in 

broken off. The BMhiidattva on the other side h AvalukiteSvara, 
holding a lotus in his left hand. 

The scene in the lower compartment ia the enlighteument of the 
Buddha at Gaya. The Buddha is missing. To bis right, no doubt, 
stood the Kvil One |Mara). The latter is missing but bis attemlaiit 
holdings flag with a crocodile head is extant. In the 

upper comers ore carved eight demons {Tf7ksliam] with terrific faces, 
hurling weapons. One of them in the proper left corner is lifting a rock. 

A fourth fragment (bt. 10'; width G") is evidently the proper loft 
low^cr comer of the same stele. On it we notice the legs below knees 
of a female ffgure standing to front and to hor proper left anotlier female 
figure turned towards the former* These must be Maya and Prajapati, 
her sister, from the scene of Buddha’s birth. 

The style of carving is Gupta. 

Three of the fragments were fomid in the 2nd outer court of mo¬ 
nastery 1 at depths of U" to 3' below the surface.^ The fourth 
fragment was found in the courtyard of the same monastery near its 
welli -1^ 3*^ below the surface. 

C (<t) 6.— Slab (hi. 3' 2 ^*"; width V V), round at the top, illustrating 
the great miracle performed by Gautama Buddha at Srtvagti in order

of Buddha, are eight other Buddha tigores, two of which above hi9 head 
ft to sealed in ineditatloiu two others one on each Hide of hij* halo in the 
earth-touching attitude and the remaining four standing in the gift-bes- 
towing or protecting attitude. In the upper corners of the slab we notice 
two celeatiaLs flying in opposite directiona- 

The corpulent figure Heated on a stool in the proper right lower corner 
of the sculpture m pn]auiuablv one of the six heretics (/;rfA]^} falling 
hack under the fear of the Buddha wonderful power. The fig^ire 
supporting him from behind and the other figure fight in the corner 
must be the adherents or diaciple^ of the heretic. The corpulent figure 
seated in a devotional uttitiule on the other aide ia Prasejiajit. king of 
Sravasti, in whose preaeuce the miracle was [serformed. 

To judge from the style the sculpture is nearly coeval with C {o] Ti. 
Reddish sandfitoue of Chunar. Discovered in 1906-0? on the top 
of afvpo No. 17 to the north-west of the Main Shrine^ below the 
surface.^ Pi.

C (a) T.- Slab (ht. 2^ 8'; width V similar to C' (u) 6 and illns- 
trating the isaiiie subject. It is interesting to note in this sculpture a 
figure of an elephant standing to front behind the king Praelnajit in 
the proper left lower comer. This waa evidently introduced to ahow^ 
the royal rank of the personage.

2' T; width T 8|') showing the prcoentatioii 
of honey to Gautama Buddha b}^ a monkey in the Parilev'yaka forest near 
Kausambn which is one of the eight main eventa of Buddha's life repre- 
Hcnted on the stele C (rt) 3* The Ipiver part of the aonlptnre is misfling, 
w^hile the upper part of the back slab is broken into two pieces and a 
large piece is missing from the proper left side. The Buddha m seated 
crof^Iegged with a bowl in his hands on a lotus throne which was sup- 
j)orted by Hon». The znonkey who presented the honey stands to his 
right. The Buddha is clad in a weU-draped upper robe. Around his 
iiead is an oval halo with a oclestial figure (dria] carrying a garland on 
cither side. On grounds of style the sculpture may be assigned to 
the early mediievat period. It is made of blue stone and must have been 
rarved in Magadha^ Unearthed in 1907-08.

The lower panel contained a representation of the Biiddha^s en¬ 
lightenment, of which only two demons in the act of hutUng a rock 
and a missile are estaut. Another fragment (ht. width 5i*l belonga 
to this acnlpture. It shows part of creased legs of Buddha on a throne 
supported qu a lion.

It is tempting to connect 
the relief with Gautama Buddha's first visit as a child to the writing 
school when he amsi^ the teacher^ Visvimitra by hie 

knowledge of sixty-four fieri pts of which the teacher did not even know 
the names. This subject is portrayed on an imperfect Gandhara relief 
now preserved in the Lahore Museum.^ Another illtistratJou of the 
aame scene is afforded by the ministuro dnim from Sikri now 

also in the Lahore Museum, where w^e find this subject among other 
events from Buddha's life and immediately after Asitadcvala^e visit 
to the infant Gautama Buddba.^ In theee Gandbira sculptures the 
Buddha is represented as a gTovm-tip man.

To the proper loft projecting from 
a cloud is a celestial figure carrying a garland and flying to the proper 
rights Below it^ we notice & miniature Buddha seated In medita¬ 
tion. The fragment evidently belonged to a repre^ntation of 
Buddha^s enlightenment. The Style seems to he medioBval. Bufl- 
ooloured sandstone of Chunar. 

It would seem that this atone was brought by Mr, Oertel from Sas^ 
saram and added to tlie Soniath Collection.

Buddha^s descent from the ' heaven of the thirty-three go^ ^ at San- 
ba^ya (modem Sankisa in the district of Farrubbabad). In the middle 
of the composition Is the Bnddba standing in the attitude of protection^ 
on the top of a ladder of five steps. To bis right, Is a ggure of Brahma 
standing with a fly-whisk (Sanskrit in Ma right hand and 

hia attrihiito the rosary in the leftp To the left of the 

Buddha ia India standing, holding an umbrella ov'^er his head. On the 
base to the proper right of the ladder we observe traces of two 
worshippers^ one of whom must he identified as the nun IJtpaIavaran& 
who was the first to receive the Buddha on his descent. To the left of 
the ladder are represented two more kneeling figures. 

The sculpture undoubtedly dates from the Gupta period. The 
earliest represontatJon of this scene occiira on the Bharhut 
where the Buddha himself is^, however, absent. The no:xt two examples 
are afforded by the Mathura school.^ In these two sculptures the 
Buddha U shown actually descending by a triple ladder.

2' 7* ■ width V J') showing a figure of a 
Icogiy^h with three paws raised in the air and head turned backw'ard* 
Its tail is caught in the trunk of a miniature elephant standing be¬ 
neath. Such TOW'S of figures oconr on door-jambs and I have no doubt 
that this fragment served the same pnrpoae. 

The style seems to be late Gupta or medieval. It ia rnadc of tho 
same kind of stone as C (5) and belonged to the Qneenb College Col¬ 
lection. 

C (b) 8.—Fragment fbt. T 4*; width ICT) with a figure of a leogryph 
without the land kga. On its back is a human Ggitrc clasping an 
uncertain object. The mane of the animal ja indicated by verv 
shallow^ wavy lines, Pcjsaibly late Gupta^ but more probably medi¬ 
eval Bufi-colourcd sandstone of Chun&r. Formerly preserved in 
the Queen's College. 

C (6) 9.—Fragmentary sculpture^ (bt. V fi’ ■ width 3' 4n which 
must have formed part of the top piece of a door-oichitrave. To the 
proper left is the comer of the architrave, surrounded by bands of or¬ 
nament, two of which simulate the garland pattern and twm others 
contain flowing vine and lotus deaignsi the intervening curves in them 
being filled up with bunches of grapea and leaves, and lotus buds, flowers 
and fruits respectively. The birds pecking at the bunches of fruit 
are particularly iutereeting. 

The portion at the proper right end is trikcn up by a square paael 
representing a which presumably illuHtrate« the legend of tho 
Ramagrama stPpa narrated by Hiuen Thsaug,* In the sculpture under 
review' the Bt^pa is surrounded by a railing of the usual type and has 
a smaller railing at the top, which supporte the kli. The latter is de» 
Corated with a fly-w^hisk (Sanskrit ebafttam) at each end and an um¬ 
brella hung with ^reameus standing in the middJe. The iutertaced 
triple-hooded snakes which encirck the drum of the stUpa represent 
the dragon or HTaga who, according to tradition, guarded the ftsma- 
grama et^pa and dissuaded A^~aka from deatrojring it for the sake of 
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tLe Bud<3liA relics enshrined in it. Tlie elephant presenting the nose¬ 
gay of lotus flowers must be the elephant which, In the absence of human 
beings, worshipped the with flowers ami perfumes. Above the 
elephant is a winged harpy (siipnrira) ^vith a long tail carrjiing a long 
garland as an offering. 

Dr. Vogel has drawn attention to the sinulaiity of this last figure 
to similar figures on Mathura sculptures. The style of execution is 
elegant and thesculptuic may presumably be assigned to the Late Kushana 
period. 

The two semi-rircular grooTcs on the top of the slab must have 
received the tenons of the face-stone muiicdiately above it in the wall. 
The square hole in the middle may have held a gargoyle. Made of pale 
buff stone of Chunar and unearthed in ISOl-Oo east of the Mam 
Shrine.» Pi. XXIII, b. 

C (6) 10.—^Fragnient (ht. 10* ; width 7') of an architrave with hands 
of decoration, siniilar to C (b) 9 and probably by the same mason. 
Unearthed in 1901-05 north of shrine on the north-east of the Jagat 
Singh 9 tSpti.^ 

C (6) n.— Fragment (ht. 1' 2"; width 7*) similar to C (i) Ifl and 
e%ndent1y made for the same stmetuie by the same artist. It is adorn¬ 
ed with five bands of omaiucnt analogous to those on C (b) 9. Probably 
found in the same year and locality. 

C (6) 12.—Votive slab {Syagapa/a) (length 1' S'; width 9^*) broken 
on all sides. To the proper left we notice a rosette surrounded by four 
‘ three-iewel ’ {Iriraltta) symbols with blue lotus flowers between them. 
Perhaps the rosette is meant for the ‘wheel of the law ’ (dkafTna-cfiaicTa), 
To the proper right is a symbol resembUug the honey-suck le, which 
occurs on the HAthi Gumpbn cave at Kbandagjri, on Gupta terra-cotta 
seals from Basurh and Bblta, on coins of the Andhra dvuastv, on the 
umbrella of the Bodhisattva statue (B (a) 1] in the SAmnth Museum 
and many other Mathura sculptures. The propr right end o' the slab 
is adorned vrith a column w'itli a diminishing base. 

Tlie atyle seems to be of the 1st century B, C, Cliimar sandstone of 
reddish colour with vestiges of red paint. The slab formed part of the 
atone floor on which the concrete terrace on the east of the Main Shrine 
was laid.’ 

C (6} 13.—Rectangular votive slab f^a^Sgapata) {length 1' i\‘ ; width 
10") bearing an ornamental thunderbolt (vn/m) and the Indian cross

€ (d) 2fi.—^Fricsjc (ht. 9^; width V 10^) writb a comice above 
and below% The projecting [*ortion contains five sunken panels con¬ 
taining figures ol Gautama BuddhSp two in the attitude of meditation^, 
tw'o others in the earth-touching attibude, w^bile the filth one in the 
centre holds a bowd on the tap. The last mentioned scene recalls the 
presentation of cups by the four guardians of the quarters {Idkapdla) 
or of honey by the monkey of the Pilrileyyaka forest. Another niche 
to the proper left contains a figure of Buddha in the gift-bestowing 
attitude. 

The style is referrable to the medieval period. The sculpture i$ 
made of grey granite stone and was presented by Air, Oertel who 
brought it from elsewhere.

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D. ARCHITECTURAL PIECES AND INSCRIBED SLABS,

D((J) 1-12.—Twelve posts of a railing of about the Ist century 
B. C., which Dr. Marehall and Dr. Konow found fixed into a floor 
made of brick and mud in the open apace east of the paved 
passage situated to the north-east of the Uain Shrine. The learned 
discoverers are of opinion that ‘ “ when complete in the place whera 
it was found, the rail must have compriaed 14 uprights, t.e., five 
on the north and south sidefi, and four on the eest and west, forming 
a rectangle of approximately 7' 6' X 8' 6*, One upright, however, 
Oil the north and one on the west are miaamg as weU aa ^ the 
coping stones and crossrbats." The posts vary in length from 
4' 2* to 4' 4' of which the base up to a height of 6' to 9' was 
left rough, the rest of the surface bring amoothed, dressed and carved. 
Three of the comer posts are sculptured on the two outer fa^s ; the 
fourth corner poet at the uorlh-east comer and the rest of the interme¬ 
diate posts are tiarv'ed, as usual, on one face only. Dr. Marshall and 
Dr. Konow have also shown that these pUlare were not standing in their 
original position, for which reason they have been taken out and 
deposited in the Museum, Pl. VI.

surmounted with Mi supported on railing and on top of it an umbrella 
(Sanskrit cAAoWm) with pendant streamers. On the other face, (a) 
identical with{e} on above-njentioned face; (h) Persepolitan pillar on 
triple pedestal with a vase-shaped base and a oap surmounted with n 
lotus, a three-jewel symbol (trimlno), a aisteen-spoked wheel and an 
umbrella resting one above the other.

Of the SLK panels referred to above, the one at the proper left es- 
tremity (PI. XXIV) exhibits Kubera or Jambhala^ the Buddhist god of 
wealth^ sitting in easy posture with a (Hindi or Gujarati 

bijama) fruit in hie right hand and a money purse, originally made of 
mongoose*a skln^ in the left hand.* He has, as usual, a fat belly and 
wears a diadem, a necklace of beoda^ bracelets and a lower garment 
round his loins. To his right is an amorous couple. 

Another figure of Kubera occurs in the panel at the other end of the 
lintel (PI. XXiX]« He has the same attributes in his hands and is 
attended by a female with a bowl of sweets in one hand and a fly-whisk 
(Bkt. chamara) in the other on the right and a similar figure holding a 
fly-whiek on the left# 

The intervening four compartments illustrate the JJiaTitivdii-fa* 
taka according to which Gautama Buddha, in one of his previous 
existences, was tortured to death by a cruel king named Xalabu of 
Benares, for preaching the truth of patience to hia nautch girls after they 
had lulled him to sleep by their musical entertainments. In the first 
of these four panels, i.s.^ the second from the proper left end (PL XXV), 
we motice the Budhisattva seated in the attitude of meditatioa sunound- 
cd by five girls, two on one aide and three on the other seated with

Tlie central gtr]^ who b dancings h clad in 
u loin cbtb» a «#cacf falU ever her uime uhile a third garment 
covein her bteast.^ Tlie remaiomg four girls arc playing a Onte

It idi to be noted tliat the king himself is absent from both of those 
acenea* * These two panels should strictly speaking have preceded 
the sermon alluded to and seem to have been put in their present 
}>osition for considerations of symmetry. The last panel, the 
second from the proper right, shows the torture of the Brdhisiittva 
(PI. XXVllI), He is seated with a rosary in liis left hand while 
Iris right hand b being cut off with a sword by a male figure v^ho is 
being restrained from the act by two girls, one holding Ms legs and the 
other pulling him from behind by his shotUders, The aggressor 
must bo the oxecutjouer whop according to the storyj cut off the hand, 
fectp nose and ears of the Bi'^isuttva. 

At either end of the lintel we notice a bold garland moulding which 
must have been continued on the uprights of the doorway. The 
lintel muj’t have belonged to a large [>ortaL It was dbeovered in 
1907-08 by Dr. MarshaU under a brick platform to the east of the 
paved passage on the north-east ol the Main Shrine, On grounds 
of style the learned discoverer has attributed the lintel to the 
Gupta period^. It k made of Ohiinar sancktone and must have 
been [>aLDtcd red.

The iniscilp- 
tion is one of the Kalachuri (ChedI) Karradvva of Tripiirl and is dat«d 
in the Kalachuri Samvat 810, the ISth day of the bright fortnight of 
Aivina, on a Sunday, which corresponds to Sunday the 4th October 
A. D, IOjS. The mseiiptioa states that on the date specified above 
in the big Vihara called Saddharmachakrapravarttana, certain Stha\nra8 
mjre caused to give their btcasing. We then learn that a certain wor- 
ahipper Mfimaki, a follower of the Mahay ana who was the wife of 
l^h^fSvara, a follower of the Mahayfina, caused a copy of the Ash- 
tasahasrika to be written and presented something, the nature of which 
cannot be ascertained, to the order of monks. The inscription is 
niiportant as it shows that the whole Bnddhist establishment of 
i.arnath was known by the name of SaddJiarmachakrapravarttanavihaca 
OE “ the Convent of the turning of the Wheel of the noble Law- ” in 
the llth centmy' A. D.*-
